be in full flight toward Victoria. 
General Ha ha go’s report, as made 
public by the war office, states that

have been the centers of the rebel 
operations for tuc last three days.

by the rebels. 
Eighteen Catholic priests and nuns 
of Spanish origin were among

refugees. They joined with the other 
exiled Spaniards 
in 
sending to the 
Spanish ambassador 
at Washington 
and to the minister of foreign rela­ 
tions at Madrid

what they asserted was an outrage 
ca their rights. 
The priests said that General Vil­ 
la had demanded $5,000 from each 
cf them and after they 
had given 
all they possessed Villa’s army loot­ 
ed the cathedral and 
churches and

ASH PIT COOR 


(B y A. O. STEIN.) 
Last fall w*e tried the new way of 
heating water for our stock. The tank 
heaters are not in 
it, because 
they 
heat only a very small part of water 
in tank, and they take 
short 
wood, 
while by firing under tank, you may 
use old posts or any wood not more 
than length of fireplace, in this case 
six feet. 
The ash pit door 
is 
12x16 
inches. 
At lower part of door we 
put a one-eighth by two-incii slide, held 
in place by three rivet heads, rivets 
driven just tight enough to hold in 
place, so slide works easily. 
Through 
slide and door we drilled four 
three- 
quarter-inch holes, one and a quarter 
inch apart (center of 
holes). 
This 
gives the draft and can be made to 
keep fire going over night. 
No ice on 
water and cattle don’t stand 
around 
shivering with cold 
after 
drinking. 
Some make wooden tanks and nail on 
galvanized bottom. 
This works all- 
right, too. 
To save a few bricks 
w’e 
dug 
a 
trench long enough for tank and door; 
the trench was fully eight inches nar­ 
rower than tank to allow' a row’ 
of

bricks on each side for tank to rest 
on. 
Trenching was not good, for dur­ 
ing early spring, 
when 
earth 
was 
heated, it caved in on the side where 
cattle were. 
It is better to build 
on 
top 
ol 
ground and fill up on one side. At door 
end we put three bricks across under 
frame and three over it; this being 
the width of tank. 
(It takes about 
140 bricks to build on top of ground.) 
At pipe end used pieces of brick, but 
put pipe loo low, so that ashes stop­ 
ped it up. 
To remedy this we set up 
some old sheetiron across back part 
of fireplace, but not so as to obstruct 
draft. 
It is not so convenient to put 
wood in under tank when a pit is dug. 
Fence shown is on cattle 
side, to 
keep them away from door a* d pipe. 
They drink over fence. Posts “a.” “a,” 
should be set close to ends of tanks, 
so that board or plan “b” does not 
break so easily. 
Cement may be used in 
place 
of 
brick. 
As we did not expect to have 
tank set permanently in place where 
we had same, we used blue clay for 
mortar.

Grain is the staple food for poll Pry, 
will be used for that purpose as long 
as fow ls ^re kept on farms; but bens 
cannot give good results on grain 
alone. 
It is beneficial to them, and 
will be at all times relished, but the 
demands of the hen are such as to 
call for a variety. 
In the shells of 
eggs, as well as their composition, are 
several forms of mineral matter aud 
nitrogen, which can only be partially 
obtained from grain. 
Even though grains carry in com­ 
position for a long time, hens will be­ 
gin to refuse it, as they may be over­ 
supplied from other sources. 
For this 
reason they will accept a change of 
food which is of itself evidence that 
the best results for his hens can only 
be obtained from a variety of food. 
Corn and wheat may be used as food 
with advantage, but must be given 
as a portion of the ration only, and 
not made exclusive articles of diet. 
In grain the principle articles or ele­ 
ments required to keep a hen in good 
laying condition are found, and it is 
fox this reason that your hens may 
continue to lay for some time if only 
given grain, provided they find the 
other elements necessary while run­ 
ning around the farm. 
But the trou­ 
ble with this manner of feeding is 
that it is too uncertain. 
You are taking the chance of the 
hen finding the other elements re­ 
quired. 
No hen has ever laid an egg 
unless she has taken into her system 
elements from the vegetable, animal 
and mineral kingdoms. Grain can re­ 
present the vegetable kingdom, bugs 
or insects, the animal, and grit or 
oyster shell, the mineral. 
It is abso­ 
lutely necessary that every hen par­ 
take of these elements before she can 
produce a single egg.

In winter evergreen trees and shrubs 
give warmth and color to the garde! 
which cannot be obtained in any othei 
way. 
Some criticise the growing 02 
laurels, but they grow rapidly and 
soon create shelter and warmth anc 
the dark foliage tends to make a place 
cheerful. 
The best laurels are 
Rohendipoiis 
(round leaved) and 
Latifolia 
(large 
leaved). 
These are hardier than the com moo 
laurel, which suffers in very extreme 
winters. 
Holly, box and yew should uot be 
ignored, because no matter what niaj 
be the soil or situation, with fair treat 
ment they will thrive. 
There is considerable variety in the 
hollies, especially in the color of the 
foliage. 
It should be remembered ic 
planting them that there are sexes ic 
the shrub and only the females bear 
berries. The physiologist has not boer 
able to explain why some kinds should 
be sexual and others have the organ* 
of reproduction as separate plants. 
Among other evergreens are bush 
and tree Ivies and the Berbies family 
and the Golden Privets are charming 
bush trees and make a very neat di­ 
version in a garden, but they are not 
strong enough for a boundary fence 
Of course we cannot do without ca\ 
nopies. They give elevation aud break 
up the flat surfaces where many low 
things are planted.

One is preserved in the library 
of the bank, another is in the posses- | 
sion of the Rothschild family, a third J 
s owned by Messrs. Coutts, the fa­ 
mous bankers, and the forth is in the 
bands of the descendants of Samuel 
Rogers, the poet. 
The printing is done on the bank 
premises. The notes are printed in 
pairs and come ofT 
the 
machines 
pressed and dried. 
Stock notes of dif­ 
ferent values from £5 to £1,000 are 
kept in iron safes in one large room 
and the average value of the stock is 
between £80,000,000 and £90,000,000. 
Over 80,000 notes of various values 
are paid into the bank every day. On 
their return the notes are sorted, first 
into their respective values, then ac­ 
cording to their dates, and finally into 
their numercial order. Every note 
has a place of its own in the bank 
registers, and immediately the notes 
are sorted their return is registered. 
Special examining 
clerks 
devote 
their attention to detecting forgeries. 
Of late years there have not been 
many cases of forged notes, but dur­ 
ing the eighteenth and early part of 
the nineteenth centuries the banks 
suffered severe losses from counted 
felt notes. The story of the first re­ 
corded forgery forms a unique chapter 
in the book of romance. A certain 
linen draper named Vaughan was pas­ 
sionately in love with a fair maiden 
whose father was a man of consid­ 
erable wealth. The love sick swain 
knew that the quickest way to win the 
girl was to give some proof that he 
was a man of means. To this end he 
employed several men to engrave for 
him a Bank of England note for £20. 
When twelve of the notes had been 
worked off he presented them to bls 
lady fair. 
Unluckily the imposition 
was soon discovered and poor Vaughin 
was hanged.

Producers of Registered Stock Do Not 
Receive Support and Encourage­ 
ment They Should. 


This article is not addressed lo 
those engaged in pure-bred live stock 
breeding, but is intended for the great 
majority in possession of the 
cross 
bred grade and scrubs. The fact that 
a man owns and is using 
pedigreed 
animals is sufficient evidence that he 
is interested in live stock 
improve­ 
ment 
and is familiar with and prac­ 
ticing good methods of breeding. Our 
producers of registered stock do not 
receive 
the 
support and encourage­ 
ment they should, for after expending 
iarge sums of money to 
secure good 
foundation stock and years of effort 
in establishing good herds, their offer­ 
ings of surplus stock, especially males, 
do not find a ready sale at sufficiently 
remunerative 
prices. 
The 
average 
producer of meat and milk seems de­ 
termined not to pay more than about 
meat prices for registered bulls to in­ 
fuse improved blood in his herd, but 
the breeder cannot afford to produce 
them at such prices. Failing to secure 
improved males at these low prices 
many producers fall back on the grade, 
or even the scrub, and frequently com­ 
bine with this in-and-in breeding, es­ 
pecially where the males are chosen 
from within the herd. 
Because the producers of live stock 
other than pure breds, comprise such 
an overwhelming 
majority of 
stock 
owners, and because they produce the 
great bulk of the animal products 
marketed, their influence in 
deter-

mining the character and reputation 
of meats and milk is very far reach­ 
ing. 
It is in the hands of this class 
that the scrub and animal of badly 
mixed breeding are to be found. 
It should be the ambition of every 
man owning live stock to eventually 
get into some line of pure-bred live 
stock breeding. The plan we have to 
suggest for the improvement of 
the 
common stocks of the country, is that 
known as up-grading, which 
consists 
In ingrafting the characteristics of a 
superior .breed upon animals of com 
mon or mixed breeding, for the pur­ 
pose of 
improving 
them. 
This im­ 
provement is due to the superior qual­ 
ity of the males used, and their power 
of transmitting accurately these quali­ 
ties to their offspring. 
This plan dif­ 
fers from cross breeding, in that pur*- 
blood is used on the sire’s side, and 
females of mixed blood on the dam’s 
side. 
Thus we 
have the prepotency 
concentrated in the bull, and the very 
opposite in the females, as the more 
mixed the breeding the less stable are 
the inherent characteristics of the in­ 
dividual and, therefore, the less re­ 
sistant to improvement.

Disease Is Prevalent Where Fowls Are 
Kept in Filthy, Damp and Poor­ 
ly Ventilated Quarters. 


(By F. W. KAZMAIER.) 
Roup is prevalent iii Hocks kept in 
filthy, damp, poorly 
ventilated .quar­ 
ters. Vigorous 
stock, in . good , sur­ 
roundings proves quite .resistent to the 
m disease. 
Common cold? do ro t develop into 
roup if the specific germ is not pres 
eat. 
The common bel.ef is that roup 
is^Seveloped from a neglected cold 
T his is not the case, although it sup­ 
plies the conditions so that the roup 
germs can easily get a* foothold. 
For the benefit of those who have 
been unlucky enough to get this ter­ 
rible disease 
introduced 
into 
their 
flock I give the following 
successful 
• g way of combating 
roup: 
First, 
re­ 
move all conditions which tend to fos­ 
ter it, next, remove all affected birds 
as|as soon as discovered. Place them in 
a clean, dry room, of 
even tempera­ 
ture, that is free from draughts of air. 
If you desire to doctor them, treat as 
* soon as the 
earliest symptoms 
are 
detected. 
Disinfect the poultry house 
• • • and runs with a five per cent, solution 
of carbolic acid and repeat this disin­ 
fection at least once a week. Feed a 
well balanced ration containing some 
m eat scraps. 
Burn all dead birds. 
A 
far developed roupy chicken is worth 
more dead than alive. One good rem­ 
edy is to put a few drops of kerosene 
» oil on the affected fowl’s head. 
This 
is also excellent for common colds. 


Peroxide of hydrogen anu w ater nail 
and half, or creolin or carbolic acid in 
two per cent, solution may be used in 
the *ame manner. One of the remedies, 
that as a rule gives the best results, 
is a solution of two ounces of perman­ 
ganate of potash in six pints of water. 
Submerge the fowl’s head in it just 
long enough to prevent it from suffo­ 
cating. Any of these liquids will help 
clear the nasal and throat 
passages 
and destroy disease germs. 
A good preventive is to dissolve 
t wo ounces of permanganate of potash 
in twelve parts of water and give to 
all the birds to drink at least three 
: imes a week and on such days give 
no other water to drink. 
Remember, the very best preventive 
is an abundance of 
fresh air without 
draughts, plenty of sunshine and san! 
Cary surroundings, and guard against 
introducing the germ.

Answer.—No work is more noble and 
ennobling than the reverent study of 
the revealed purposes of God—“which

merely, but as a child and heir. Re­ 
vealing to such what shall be, counter­ 
acts the influence of what now Is. The 
effect of careful study cannot be other­ 
wise than strengthening to faith and 
stimulating to holiness.

Hog Cholera Ravages. 
Til these colum ns a few days aero a 
brief statem ent was made relative to 
the hog ehilera 
ravages 
in 
Pettis 
county during the past three years. 
up to the tim e the United States bu­ 
reau of anim al industry station 
wax 
established here August 
I; 
also a 
statem ent that the net results of the 
work done by Dr. Murphy and his as­ 
sistants were 
being 
compiled 
and 
would be published soon. The farm­ 
ers of this county are certainly to be 
congratulated not only on having the 
distinction of being one of only three 
counties in the whole United States 
ic be given the free service, such as 
this station 
confers, 
but 
upon the 
splendid 
practical 
results 
it 
has 
achieved, as 
demonstrated 
by 
the 
thoroughly 
careful 
records 
of 
its 
work. Since the station 
was estab­ 
lished here the losses from hog chol­ 
era have been reduced to less than 
2 per cent. The records of Dr. Mur­ 
phy’s office show’ that IIC herds, com­ 
posing 4,325 
head 
of 
hogs, 
were 
treated with a total loss of six head. 
or less than one-tenth of I per cent. 
Be it understood 
that 
those bogs 
were what are considered “exposed"’ 
herds, being located im m ediately ad­ 
jacent to infected farms, and in some 
cases had actually mingled with the 
infected hogs. In view’ of this state­ 
ment, which is fully substantiated by 
the records, the value of serum as a 
preventive of hog cholera can bo bet­ 
ter understood. 
Treatment was 
also administered 
to 104 infected herds, com prising 3,- 
S01 head of hogs, with 
a total loss 
from all causes of 507 head, or about 
I.* per cent. When it is know’n that. 
som e 40 of these 
herds 
had been 
sick from four to six weeks, and that 
of the entire number of herds treat­ 
ed 20 per cent were dead on the arri- 
\a i of Dr. Murphy’s assistants, 
the 
value of the serum treatment is again 
forcibly 
demonstrated;

a remarkably uniform color, a faint 


bluish gray in the quarry, and nearly 
pure white when cut 
and 
dressed. 
The rock occurs in thick beds. Some 
chert is present near the base, but 
can easily be separated in quarrying. 
The stone is considerably harder and 
consequently more difficult to saw 
and dress than limestones 
of 
the 
type Quarried near Bedford, Iud.* and 
it is also considerably stronger and 
less affected by the weather and by 
soot, gases, etc,, than most other lime 
stones. 
Stone Quarried at Carthage. 
The limestone quarried at Carthage 
is used principally for building pur­ 
pose*, either rock-faced. tooled lor 
hammered, and some it polished for 
interior decoration. 
Some producers 
term the rock a marble. 
Some is 
sold for curbing, terracing and flag­ 
ging, and the use of the whibe rock in 
this m anner in connection with its 
use in building produces in tm th a 
“tpotless town ’ 
The city of C arth­ 
age itself is a beautiful example of 


what the use of a stone of this type j 
can contribute to the attractiveness) 
of a residential city.

The principal exceptions are 
quarries in Ste. Genevieve. Franklin 
and 
Hickory counties, where sand­ 
stone of Cambrian or Lower Ordo­ 
vician 
age 
is 
obtained. 
Dressed j 
building stone and stone for rip rap 
are the principal 
products 
of 
the i 
sandstone quarries. 
Among the quar-1 
ties that have furnished the most 
sandstone for local building purposes, 
and even for distant placer, are those j 


near 
W arrensburg 
and 
Carrollton. 
The sandstone quarries 
near 
W ar­ 
rensburg are about 2% miles north­ 
west of town. 
The stone that oc­ 
curs here is massive calcareous sand­ 
stone of bluish-gray 
anti 
light-gray 
shades. 
The blue rock lies nearest 
the surface. 
The rock is tough, but 
not very hard or brittle when freshly 
Quarried, although it 
grows 
harder 
with age. 
It holds its color well, re­ 
maining nearly its original shade for 
live to ten years. 
Gradually, how­ 
ever. the bluish stone becomes buff- 
colored and the lighter stone becomes 
darker gray.
